Ex-Gov. Fifer Speaks at the Rock River 
Assembly at Dixon. 

Dixon, III., Aug. 2.—[Specia!.|—This was 
Grand Army day at the Rock River Assem- 
bly. Dixon Post, G. A. R., with many mem- 
bers from abroad, attended in a body, Ex 
Gov. Fifer delivered the address, He stu- 
‘diously avoided all references to politics ex- 
cept on the pension question. He said in 


part as follows: 8 

I am not here to stir up sectional strife. I hold 
no grudge against the men of the South, but 
only say that they were educated in a bad school. 
The real difference between South and North 
was that the peopie of one section did not recog- 
nize the respectability of labor and the people 
of the North. Before Lincoln's 1 
seven States had seceded, and four followed 
shortly afterwards, with 10.000.000 people in 
the South resolute and courageous, with 20.000. 
000 in the North equally determined in purpose. 
Hindered by oe and great rivers the put- 
ting down of the rebellion seemed a hopeless 
task. European military leaders said it could 
not be done, but it was. At the close of the war 
Europe acknowledged the rebellion was dead, 
but maintained peace could not continue. 

The greatest giory of the Union is that its 
mighty army disbanded in a day and never 
needed to be mustered in again. In the Civil 
War were engaged 2,600,000 Union soldiers and 
1,100,000 Confederates. Over 500,000 were 
killed and a $3.000.000,000 debt was incurred. 
It was the mightiest war in history. At Water- 
loo the per cent of killed was 12, at Shiloh the 
per cent was 30. More than twice as many men 
were killed at Gettysburg as in ali the battles of 
ail the wars in Unite‘ States history before. On 
that battlefield was displayed marvelous courage 
and patriotism, which is our common 
heritage today. The Army of the Potomac 
has been criticised, but it fought as 
bravely as any body of men in 
history. It is easy to fight when one always suc- 
ceeds, but hard in the face of defeat. That army 
was badly managed and poorly officered, but al- 
ways ready for duty. After the defeat at Bull 
Run, reverses in Shenandoah Valley, repulse at 
Richmond, the r at Fredericksburg, and 
defeats in a hundred skirmishes the Army of tne 
Potomac fought and won the greatest and de- 
cisive. battle of the war. 

The cruel war is over. The veterans cannot 
fight again, but there isa war now in progress, 
a war of ideas. It is a war of lawlessness against 
law aud order. immorality against morality, of 
irreligion against religion, and it must be set- 
ted. Let every old soldier see to it that no man 
holds office or ministers in the temple of justice, 
unless he has clean hands and is in thorough 
harmony with wt government and its institu- 
tions. And I say this not in a political way. Look 
to the men of both ‘parties and see that they are 
in harmony with good ideas of right and justice.

“Neither anything told us by Detective 
Geyer or the Quinlans gave us the least rea- 
son tomake any such assertion. I have no 
idea where the story originated, but it is ab- 
solutely false in every particular. We have 
reason .to expect further admission from the 
Quinlans, which will go far towards proving 
Holmes guilty of murder, but neither has said 
Holmes killed B. F. Pitzel.“ 


Think the Quinlans Know. 

The police officials do not believe that 
either of the Quinians actually took part in 
any of the murders of whien Holmes is surely 
guilty, but they are sure Pat—and possibl 
his wife, too—can give facts and ipcidenta 
circumstances which will prove Holmes’ guilt 
beyond the reasonable legal doubt. They

LENZ’S MURDERERS TO BE TRIED. 
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Slayers of the Globe-Circling Cyclist Under 
Arrest in Turkey. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 2.—Frank G. Lenz, 
the missing bicyclist, is legally dead, and his 
will, in which he leaves all his property to his 
mother, has been filed for rrobate, satis- 
factory evidence of his death having been 
furnished to Register Conner, Through the 
efforts of the British Vice-Consul at Erzeroum 
it is definitely known Lenz was murdered 
May 10, 1894, while riding between the Vil- 
lages of Kuritali and Dahan, near Erzeroum.

The Archbishop of Guadalajara has 
addressed a circular letter to the clergy under 
bis charge in which he says: 

Having heard that the worship which the peo- 
ple give to St. Expedito has passed beyond the 
limit that is just and reasonable, and that in 
churches where it is exposed to the gaze of the 
faithful bis image is continually surrounded by 
groups of people who seemingly attribute to 
it diving powers, demanding of it innumer- 
able things, I hereby raise my voice 
against these abuses and against the exagger- 
ated devotion paid to this saint.

A portion of the history of the war period 
of the 60’s, which has never been written, 
relates to an important part performed by 
Gen. Schofield as the special representative 
of the President of the United States. He 
was sent abroad, ostensibly for purposes of 
observation, but mainly to convey the ulti- 
matum of the United States to the rulers of 
two European nations. This insisted upon 
the abandonment of Mexico by the French, 
withdrawal of Austria’s support of the late 
Maximilian, and the obliteration of every 
vestige of monarchical power or authority 
from the territory of Mexico. This delicate 
mission was accomplished in such a manner 
as to reflect credit not only upon the envoy 
of President Johnson, but upon the adminis- 
tration as well. To the distinctin of being 
an able lawyer and gallant soldier Gen. Scho- 
field added to his reputation as a clever and 
accomplished diplomat. 

It has been suggested after his retirement 
from the service that Gen. Schofield be re. 
tained at the head of the Fortifications Board, 
but he vetoed the proposition 
it would be contrary to the theory and policy 
of the government, which contemplated the 
retirement of the elder and the advancement 
of the younger officers of the army. This 
was necessary to enable the latter to profit by 
the education and achievements of their 
predecessors.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—In a recent 
pension case Assistant Secretary Reynolds of 
the Interior Department decided that where 
there is a record of service in the Confederate 
army, such record failing to show whether 
the service was voluntary or involuntary, it 
will be presamed that service was voluntary, 
but such presumption may be rebutted, the 
burden of proof being on the claimant.

Court Holds That the Public Highway 

Character Given Railways by the State 

Constitution Does Not Obtain in the 

Case of One Railway Using the Tracks 

of Another Without Compensation, 

Even if They Are Not Competing Lines 
An Appeal Will Be Taken. 


Judge Tuley rendered a decision yesterday 
in the suit of the Chicago .General railway 
company against the Chicago City railway 
company by whicn the former sought to ob- 
tain an injunction restraining the latter from 
interfering with the operation of the cars of 
the General railway company over the Chica- 
go City railway tracks from the Chicago 
River east to State street. 

The court held that the complainant has not 
right and-cannot acquire a right from the 
City Council to use the tracks of the defend- 
ant company without compensation, and the 
bill of the complainant was dismissed for 
want of equity. 

The decision was a decided victory for the 
Chicago City railway company, as the other 
company will not be allowed to operate past 
of the river over the tracks of the defendant 
until it has condemned a right of way and the 
compensation which the defendant is to re- 
ceive for the use of its tracks has been fixed 
by a court of law. 

The decision was a lengthy one, and the 
court went fully into the discussion of the 
question of the right of one company to use 
the tracks of another company which are laid 
in a public street. 

In 1887 the defendant company obtained 
an ordinance giving it the right to lay Jown 
and operate a street railway in Twenty-sec- 
‘ond street from State street to the river, and 
in 1892 the complainant company was given 
a franchise by the City Council to lay down 
and operate a street railroad from Grove 
street to Jefferson in Twenty-second street. 
This covered about 300 feet of Twenty-sec- 
ond street which had been granted to the de- 
fendant, the City railway company. The 
complainant company laid its tracks down 
and operated its tracks to the Chicago River 
from the west, to which point the other. com- 
pany was operating its cars from State street. 

Rights Under the Ordinance. 

The ordinance of the General railway com- 
pany authorized it to cofinect its tracks with 
“the Chicago City railway at or near Grove 
street, but it gave no right to lay tracks in 
that part of Twenty-second street occupied 
by the delendant without the consent of the

Boston, Mass., July 19.—[Editor Tran- 

script.]—There is a great deal of misstate- 
ment these days. concerning ‘electricity’ 

and motive power and the economic feat- 
ures therewith involved. Much of this misin- 
formation—notably tnat seen in the newspa- 
pers—is the result of a misapprehension of 
‘facts rather than from any intention to mis- 
state matters; but it is high time to call a 
halt on this sort of thing. Nine out of ten 
persons we meet really believe that electrici- 
ty is the coming motive power, when as a 
matter of fact, it is not a motive power“ at 
all. Those same people--I say it respectfully 

—entertain other equally absurd notions ger- 

mane to the subject, and it is the object of 

this article to point to some of them ina sim- 

ple and direct way, hiving in mind the good 

old common sense doctrine, ** Take the bull 
by the horns; look at things as they are; call 
things by their right names. 

There is something very fascinating about 
eluctricity. Since, the introiluction of the 
telephone, phonograph, etc., it has been only 
necessary to put forth almost any sort of 
claim, unfold any kind of scheme, no matter 
how complicated ana ridiculous, so long as 
that wonderful product of heat, frition, 
power, called electricity, played a part, and 
it was instantly found that there was no lack 
of believers and helpers to push the scheme 
along. It isa singular fact that almost every 
one seemed to forget that in the case of the 
talking machine (phonograph) and of the 
transmission of speech over the elect ric wire, 
nearly all who were working upon the prob- 
lems involved were try to secure the 
coveted solution by methods far from being 
as simple amd direct as was finally on- 
strated to be correct. sd 

A potent illustration of the * mis- 
representation of facts is found in connection 
with the tremendous pressure brought for- ; 
ward by the powerful electric — or 
monopolies in scattering broadcast, through 
the press and otherwise, of misioformation 
for the well-known purpose of advancing 
business interests. ;

The New Psychology. 

The first book on the new or experimental 
psychology written in the English language, 
as its author claims, is Prof. Scripture’s 
„Thinking, Feeling, Doing.” It is certainly 
the first popular work on its subject in our 
tongue, though since the translation of Wundt 
it can hardly de said to be the only one that 
is accessible to the English-reading public. 
It has the advantage of being thoroughly 
intelligible and interesting to the average 
reader, which is more than can be said 
of the translations from the German or 
of must of the contributions to the psycholog- 
ical journals. Notwithstanding this fact it 
contains practically all the later results of ex- 
perimental research ag to mentel processes, 
and it will doubtless be a revelation to many 
of its readers. Most persons of. average gen- 
eral culture have heard of and possess some 
ideas in regard to some of the siinpler ques- 
tions raised, such as the so-called personal 
equation of astronomers, which has become 

origin of a familiar expression in our lan- 


ge. This book, however, takes up sys- 


tematically the study and measurements of 
all the activities of the mind, attention, 
will power, te special senses, emotion, 
memory. the influence of suggestion, 
eto, with a fuliness and  cleatness 
which, for 4 book of this compass, seems to 
leave little to be desired, Only in his discus- 
sion of the color sense may exception be 
taken to his ideas; his opinions as regards 
cclor blindness may be open to question in 
one or two points. This is, however a sub- 
ject in regard to which we lack aecurate 
knowledge, and as there has been a cdnsidér- 
able amount of a priori dog matism in regard 
to it on the part of those who have extetisive.

Speculative produce markets were all 
demoralized yesterday, 
eries of wheat and corn closed with net 
losses of 1½ and Ic, respectively, pork 
broke to the lowest figure of the season, 
and sharp declines were the rule every- 
where. This decided action of the market 
was scarcely foreshadowed at the opening. 
Initial trades were at the high point of the 

* day and at a fractional advancé over latest 
v‘ticiel quotations of the day before. Sep- 
tember wheat early in the session was 
quoted at oc, and a big line of it Was sold 

At that price by Schwartz-Dupee. The news 

was not particularly bearish, and in fact

Cables should have had more force in view 
of the fact that the trade has worked around 
to a feeling of anxiety regarding a foreign 
demand. Liverpool closed 4@14d higher 
and was quoted steady at the advance. Con- 
tinental markets were all higher. Antwerp 
was up the equivalent of %c, Paris ic, and 
Berlin ln marks. The Liverpool mar- 
ket is so far out of line with prices here 
that minor changes one way or another 
are not of much significance. The export 
demand is not encouraging to the people 
who have got back to the belief that a for- 
eign market for American wheat is needed 
even if-the winter wheat crop is short.

It is expected, 
however, that receipts at these points ‘will 
materially increase in the near future. The 
harvest in South Dakota is well under way 
and from force of circumstances the grain 
must be marketed almost immediately. it 
is accepted almost as an axiom in the trade 
that the. spring wheat movement begins 
earlier, lasts longer, and is heavier in vol- 
ume than the best posted people in the busi- 
ness ever expect. While receipts of wheat 
are far lighter than they were a year ago 
St. Louis had 112,000 bu yesterday, against 
08,000 bu a year ago. Local receipts were 
55 cars, of which 5 graded, while withdraw- 
als from store were 32,000 bu. A year ago 
receipts were 508 cars, of which 502 were No. 
2. The tone of the speculative market was 
dictated in great part by the announcements 
regarding gold ‘engagements. The amount 
was placed at $1,500,000 in the early dis- 
patches, but this was increased to $2,350,000 
later on. With the indifferent outside trade 
this proved too much for the market, and the 
feeling was easy all day. The opening for 
September wheat was about 70c, although a 
Sale at a fraction higher was reported. The 
decline was to 68i%c, and the close on a 
slight rally was at 68½e e bid.

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BIG PAOKERS ARE BEHIND A NEW 


Plants to Be Built in Chicago, Omaha, and 
Kansas City-Five-Year Contract Made 
Between the Company and the Fackers 
‘Heavy Shipments of Gold Will Be Made 
Today—Stock Market More Active and 
Irregular—Municipal Bond Sales;-Gener- 
al Financial News. i 

The Western Board Paper company is 
being organized, and promises to cut an 
important, figure in the strawboard situa- 
tion. It is to be a close corporation, The 

Armours, Swift & Co,, and Morris & Co. 


are behind the scheme, and in ition to 
the big packers there are a. num of prom-. 
inent local paper dealers, The secret of the 
packers’ interests in the enterprise lies in 
the fact that the company is to make straw- 
board by a new process and from material 
that has never before been so utilized: The 
company controls the patents on a process 
for making strawboard out of the material 
taken from the stomachs of cattle after 
their slaughter. The system has been thor- 
oughly tested, and it has been demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of the big packers that 
it is an entire success. A contract has just 
been closed between the company and the 
packing firms of Armour & Co., Swift & Co., 
and Morris & Co. for the entire refuse of 
this character from their plants. A site for 
the factory has already been purchased, 
and it is expected the company will be turn- 
ing out strawboard in a comparatively short 
time. The operations are not - to be confined 
to the Chicago Stock-Yards. Similar con- 
tracts are being made with the packers at 
Omaha and Kansas City, and strawboard 
mills will be erected there. The Chicago 
house will have a capacity of 100 tonsa day. 
The contract which the company has made 
with the packers runs for five years. It has 
been demonstrated that strawboard of a 
first-class quality can be made from this 
material at a cost $4 or $5 a ton cheaper 
than it can possibly be made in the usual 
way. The new company will not be in the 
strawboard combination, and the indica- 
tions are that it will be a menace to that 
combination. The people who are behind it, 
however, are not men who will desire to 
sell the product of their factory any cheaper 
than necessary. and it is presumable they 
will be ready enough to go into a combina- 
tion after they have shown their hands suf- 
ficiently to force what they will consider 
proper recognition in the pool. 

The financial event of the day was in the 
gold situation. Engagements of $2,350,000 
of gold were withdrawn from the Subtreas- 
ury in New York. The Bank of Montreal 
withdrew $1,000,000, but announced it would 
not extort it immediately. The remaining 
$1,350,000 is expected to go out by today’s 
steamers. The gold situation is undoubt- 
edly more critical than it has been at any 
time since the syndicate got it well in hand 
last spring. No one is able to get any au- 
thentic: information regarding the position 
of the syndicate, but the general belief now 
is that it has sold bills up to about its limit. 
Some local exchange dealers’ put the esti- 
mate of the syndicate’s sales up’as high as 
$40,000,000. Whether that sum is correct or 
not, it is at least safe to say the syndicate is 
in a position where it must cover a vast 
amount of bills which have been sold in its 
effort to prevent gold exports.

THE LEGISLATURE ADJOURNS. 

Yesterday the Legislature adjourned sine 
die for the second and probably for the last 
time. For it is not likely that the Governor 
will reconvene it in view of what it has 
done and also of the frank declaration of 
its opinions made on the last day of the 
session. 

The General Assembly informs him that 
it has voted to add a million to the tax levy,

FLAGS ON PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS. 

A number of the teachers in Lutheran par- 
ish schools in the Northwest have been hold- 
ing a meeting at Milwaukee.

For some unknown reason the Legislature 
passed two bilis on this flag- -raising question.

One of them provides that the 
directors or Board of Education of every 
school district in the State must get a United 
States flag for each of their school-houses, 
which “ shall de floated during the school

“INFLATION OF ELECTRICITY.” 

A correspondent of the Boston Transcript, 
‘whose letter is printed elsewhere in these 
columns, tries to show that the widely spread 
notion about electricity being destined to 
supersede steam is erroneous, He says that 
in practice electricity is not a „motive 
tore or “ mechanical power,” except in 
the same sense that a shafting or & belt is 
one. It is generated by the steam engine, 
and it is ridiculous to suppose that electric- 
ity, the product, will supplant steam, its 
source or origin.. Then, every one of the 
parts which transform motion into electric- 


chanical energy, is all the time absorbing 
and dissipating energy in a lavish manner, 
the total result being a loss of from 50 to 75 
> per cent of the power that started from the 
engine, the amount varying according to at- 
mospheric and other conditions. He also 
names a long list of relatively objectionable 
features of electric locomotion, among which 
are the frequent loss of trolley connection, 
extensive delay due to other slight accidents, 
danger of loss of life and property by fire, 
ohetruction of streets by the wires, and the 
ease with which the system can be disar- 
ranged during strikes, etc. He says it isa 
wonder that such a monstrous nuisance has 
been allowed so extensively to disfigure and 
defile the greets of Boston. 

It cann f denied that there is a great 
loss in the double conversion of power and 
some valid objections to the processes of 
the present. But it is important to remem- 
ber that transmission by wire through any 


much more economically than by belting or 
shafting, and that there is reason to believe 
the same soon can be said for the transport- 
ing of electric force stored in an accumu- 
lator, if it cannot truly be said now. The 
great thing in favor of electricity asa motor 
for cars or wagons is that the power is ob- 
tained from a stationary engine or water- 
fall, and the moving vehicle or train does 
not have to carry along with it the weight 
of steam engine, boiler, and store of fuel 
to furnish the driving power. This gives 
an enormous economy in movement. The 
apparatus that generates the driving power 
is stationary, and the force can be transmit- 
ted along a copper wire for many miles, the 
prospect being that the distance for which 
this is economically available will increase 
owing to inventions of the future. It seems 
legitimate to infer that these ultimately 
will permit the transmission of a vast aggre- 
gate of power each day from Niagara Falls 
to Cleveland, Detroit, Toledo, Toronto, and 
Pittsburg, as well as to Buffalo and 
to eitles along the line of the Erie 
Canal and through to New York and 
Philadelphia. And the falls at Niag- 
ara are far from being the only water 
power in the United States available for 
the cheap generation of enormous quanti- 
ties of electrical power without the aid of 
fuel or steam. 

There is another way in which electricity 
may be used to great advantage. It may be 
obtained from steam generated at the mouth 
of the coal mine, and transmitted thence 
over as great distances as are found prac- 
ticable, this being determined by equating 
the loss in wire transmission with the cost 
of carrying the coal to the places where the 
power is wanted. What is to hinder the 
generation of electricity at coal mines in this 
State which are within sixty or a hundred 
miles of Chicago, and bringing the power 
here by wire within the next dozen or twen- 
ty years? The coal can be obtained at.the 
mine for less than $1 per ton, or not much 
more than the cost of transportation and de- 
livery here, which fact would allow for a 
large loss in transmission by wire and still 
leave the process a paying one. And many 
other cities in the United States .may be 
supplied in the same way. 

Much of what the Boston writer states is 
truth, but all of it together does not con- 
stitute a valid objection. He does not make 
sufficient allowance for existing facts, and 
appears to underrate the possibilities of the 
future, such as the obtaining of more and 
more electrical force out of the unit of fuel 
or waterfall, the gaiming of greater econ- 
omy in the transmission of the force by 
wire, and the minimizing of some of the 
troubles and dangers and elimination of the 
rest of those now attending the pressing of 
the mysterious electric force into the service 
of man, There is every reason to believe 
that it will be used far more extensively, 
both with and without generation by steam. 


SPIRITUALISTS AND INDIANS. 

Considered simply by itself, the Indian 
pow-wow Thursday last at the spiritua)- 
ists’ camp-meeting at.Central Grove was a 
most extraordinary affair to have happened 
outside a lunatic asylum or the orgies of 
the Brocken witches. Here were several 
scores of persons who, in the ordinary af- 
fairs of life, appear to have their normal 
senses, who are quiet, peaceable neighbors, 
and who are practical in all worldly matters, 
possessed with the idea that they had parted 
with their personal identity, and that their 
corporeal tenements were occupied by 
the ghosts of very offensive and unpleasant 
Indians. So strong was this idea implanted 
in these very estimable persons that they 
made the banks of the Desplainęs ring with 
war whoops. Men and women danced the 
ghost dance, whirled about like dervishes, 
rolled over the floor in an ecstasy of aban- 
don and dirt, flourished imaginary toma- 
hawks, lunged into the air with imaginary 
scalping knives, meanwhile howling, yell- 
ing, shrieking, and expressing an insatiable 
Gesire for the front locks of the whites. 
This extraordinary performance was kept 
up for several hours, until, indeed, the pos- 
sessed victims were exhausted and had to 
quit, some of them having to be picked up 
bodily and carried off the scene. And all 
this time several hundred more people sat 
by and watched this howling panjandrum 
with wide eyes and open mouths, not one of 
whom but believed that thousands of In- 
dians had broken loose from their heavenly 
reservation dnd swept down upon tge 
peaceful banks of the Desplaines, gaudy 
with paint and war plumes, stentorian in 
lungs, and remarkably agile*in legs consid- 
ering their long want of. exercise. The 
scene, considered in itself, is a vivid illus- 
tration of the antics which ordinarily rea- 
sonable beings can commit when once they 
let go of themselves and imagine that some 
one else has moved in and taken a tempo- 
rary lease of their physical habitat.

Or is it that heaven is 
monopolized by Indians? Or what is it? 
There is another suggestion growing out 
of this matter. Why should not the spirit- 
ual sisters and brethren abandon the Indian 
business altogether—absolutely refuse to en- 
tertain them as disreputable and unsavory 
vagabonds even as spirits, and if they must 
be possessed see to it that they are possessed 
by cleanly, reputable persons, so that they 
will not have to deodorize themselves after 
they are dispossessed. In the present 
wretched condition of the city, for instance, 
how, admirable it would be if they could in- 
duce the spirits-of good citizens who used 
to delight in a clean city to take possession 
of them. “Posstbly it might induce several 
hundreds of thotsands of them to raid the 


them, which would be more practical and 
profitable than uttering their raucous war 
whoops and dancing ghost dances at Central 
Grove. The proper locality for this silly 
business is Jackson’s Hole, not the quiet 
region of the Desplaines. Undoubtedly tho 
Bannocks and Shoshones would welcome 
them with open arms, whatever view the 
Ninth Cavalry might take of their antics, 


ROOSEVELT HELPS TAMMANY. 

The anticipated consequences of the at- 
tempt of the New York Police Commission- 
ers to enforce the Sunday closing law are 
beginning to show themselves. Thursday 
the Tammany primary elections for mem- 
bers of the general and district committees 
were held. In most cases the reorganization 
tickets made up by the old machine lead- 
ers were chosen without difficulty, and the 
same men who dictated the policy of the old 
corrupt Tammany which met with a defeat 
last fall, which might have been a perpetual 
one, will be at the head of the “ reorgan- 
ized". Tammany, which will be as corrupt, 
but more powerful. 

For Tammany has been strengthened by 
the attempt of Mr. Roosevelt and his asso- 
ciates to enforce a taw which is distasteful 
to over nine-tenths of mie people of New 
York. The voters did not cast their ballots 
against Tammany last fall in order to have 
the saloons closed Sundays. They had other 
objects in view. The saloon question was 
not one of the issues of the campaign and 
the voters resent its being sprung on them 
after the election. Some of them, thinking 
they have been cheated, have gone back to 
Tammany. 

One man who has beén a member of an 
antagonistic Democratic organization for 
some time says that he has returned to the 
Tammany fold because of the fanaticism 
of the reform administration.“ Even great- 
er importance should be attached to the fact 
that several members of the Good Govern- 
ment club in one district have sent in their 
resignations so that they may join Tam- 
many. Their reason*is the exhibition of 
fanatical reform government of this city.” 
These clubs, which are made up chiefly of 
young men, played a part in' the reform vic- 
tory of last year. When their members be- 
gin flocking over to Tammany it is not dif- 
ficult to appreciate the ruinous consequences 
of Mr. Roosevelt's policy. 

The latter is backed up in his Sunday cru- 
sade only by small fragments of the popula- 
tion of the city. Against him are the Cath- 
olic, Lutheran, Jewish, and agnostic con- 
sumers of liquor. Without assistance drawn 
from the ranks of this vast majority Tam- 
many never can be defeated, It was beaten 
last fall with the aid of the votes of men 
who are opposed td the Sunday closing of the 
saloons. Now those men are being driven 
back into the arms of Tammany, and it is not 
difficult to forecast the result of next fall’s 
election. The Legislature to be chosen this 
fall will have to clect a United States Senator 
to succeed Senator Hill. Mr. Roosevelt is 
doing all in his power to turn the Legislature 
over to the Democrats and make Tammany 
the absolute master of New York City. 


END OF THE “ INDIAN WAR.” 

Scarcely a week ago the Governor ofWy- 
oming was making the welkin ring with his 
demand upon the United States Government 
that the settlers in Jackson's Hole should be 
protected against the raging Bannocks and 
Shoshones who had left their reservations, 
| gone upon the warpath, and were about ex- 
| terminating every white man, woman, and 
child in the Hole and its immediate vicinity. 
Dire reports of Indian massacres were at the 
Same time set afloat by imaginative corre- 
spondents, fishing parties, and fugitive set- 
tlers who came into army headquarters, 

Gen. Coppinger with cavalry and infantry 
promptly set out for Jackson’s Hole. The 
cavalry is in the Hole, but it has found no 
Indians, Everything is as quiet and peace- 
able there as upon an Illinois prairie. The 
infantry has been ordered to go no further. 
as its services are not needed. 

It now eventuates that the Indian war is 
purely an imaginary one. No white settlers 
have been killed or even assaulted or men- 
aced. The only persons killed have been In- 
dians who were arrested for shooting game 
upon unoccupied government lands where 
they are allowed to hunt under the terms of 
their treaty with the United States. And 
they were, killed while trying to escape from 
their captors. The rest of the Indians off 
their reservations are returning, and if they 
are let alone will go back. There will be no 
trouble in getting them there if the white 
settlers who want a monopoly of elk shoot- 
| ing do not interfere with them. 

The alleged Indian war has cost the peo- 
ple a good many thousand dollars. It has 
been a picnic for the cavalry. It may be 
that the cattle barons and the land ringsters 
fancy that it will end in getting the Indians 
moved away from the reservation so that 
they may gobble the land for pasturage. 
So long, however, as an Indian treaty is 
supreme law it should be inquired why this 
particular treaty has not been respected, 
and an investigation should be made into 
the responsibility of those who have slaugh- 


told them they might do,

will be needed and to ascertain about how 
much it will cost to build them. It may be- 
come necessary to ask the General Assembly 
for some legislation so as to get more money. 
In that event it will be well to know how 
much will be needed. 


SixcE the middle of this century the people 
of Chicago have raised the grade of their 
streets several feet above tle original level. 
Suppose some wiseacre Alderman should 
rise in his seat in the Cquncil Chamber and 
denounce this as an atrocious crime, the 
taking of an unfair advantage of the people 
who used to live here, and a swindle on those 
who now live in surrounding areas that have 
not been lifted to a higher grade, Suppose 
he were to demand that we dig down our 
streets to the former level, giving as a rea- 
son that we had no right to change what was 
acceptable to the persons who settled here 
and built up the city; that it is our duty to 
return to first conditions, and that the people 
of a few years ago were guilty of a heinous 
crime in changing from the primeval condi- 
tions to those of our own day. What would 
be thought of such a lunatic harangue? Yet 
this would be a pretty close parallel to the 
situation in regard to silver if men of the 
Harvey school told the exact truth when 
they allege that silver was demonetized in 
1873.“ It was a wise thing to do to change 
from the silver to the gold basis, whenever 
that was accomplished, and if it were not 
one of the wisest things to do when it was 
done it still would be the height of folly now 
to drop the gold standard of money values 
and sink to that of a debased silver unit. 
The question of what right our predecessors 
had to change the grade is of no consequence 
by the side of the important fact that to re- 
verse their action would land us back in the 
mud out of which the earlier inhabitants of 
this city lifted themselves up. And so with 
the insane proposition to drop from the gold 
to the silver basis. 


THERE has been a steady increase in the 
number of aliens arriving in the United 
States in the last six months, and the Com- 
missioner of Immigration reports that the 
class of immigrants arriving is very satis- 
factory, comparatively few of them having 
to be detained. In April out of a total of 
28,000 steerage passengers there were 8,125 
persons who were going to immediate family 
—namely: parents, brothers, or sisters. In 
May out of a total of 34,648 passengers 12,475 
went to immediate family, and in June out 
of a total of 24,835 steerage passengers 9,394 
went to immediate family. For July, except 
the last day, the arrivals were 17,130, against 
11,748 last year. The arrivals of aliens have 
much increased and for the five months from 
February to June inclusive there was an 
increase of 14,447 in the number of persons 
carrying passports. The Commissioner says 
“The returning citizen is returning to work, 
and the people who are coming to join the 
members of immediate family show con- 
clusively that there is a return of prosperity 
to the people in the lower and middle elasses. 
The latter are frugal and generally send out 
to the old country for the remaining mem- 
bers of the family when times are good, but 
when a wave of depression sweep’ over the 
country the number of persons coming to 
join the family is comparatively small.” 


— — 


Tun inheritance tax law went into effect a 


month ago. During that period many per- 


sons have died and their wills have been ad- 
mitted to probate. But no instance has been 
reported yet where heir or devisee was af- 
fected by the law. The presumption is that 
the estates of decedents were so small or 
so divided up as not to be liable to pay a tax. 
For instance, there was probated this week 
the will of a man who left $71,000. But he 
divided his estate among his brothers and 
sisters, the share of no one exceeding 
$20,000. But that amount when bequeathed 
to such near relatives is exempt from taxa- 
tion. Judging by a month’s experience the 
law is not likely to produce as much revenue 
as some of its friends predicted. The only 
person Who has died since July 1 leaving a 
really large estate is Judge Caton, and it is 
possible therefore that the question of the 
constitutionality of the inheritance tax law 
will be determined in a case carried. up from 
this city.

PLANTS BY ELEOTRIOITY. 


| Startling Effects of Artificial Light at the 


Experiment Station-—- Results of Prof. 
Bailey’s Are Light and Prof. Rane’s 
Incandescent Lamp<There May Be 
Many Harvests in One Summer, and 
Forests May Be Made to Spring Up ina 
Few Months. 


Probably the most interesting of the many 
miracles which scientific men are learnmg to 
perform by of electricity is the artificial 
growth of plants, technically known as elec- 
troculture. This is as yet a new science and 
little has been told the public convernmmg it. 
Interesting experiments in these lines are 
now being carried on at several of the ex- 
periment stations of the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Hast Indian jugglers have excited the curi- 
osity of the world by their miraculous crea- 
tions of certain plants, which they cause to 
spring up from seeds in a few seconds, 
Whether these adepts are conversant with the 


| stimulating effects of electricity upon vegeta- 


ble life, and whether they use the electric 
fluid in these tricks is yet to be sol ved. 

It is, however, a fact that agricultural ex- 
perts in thia country are growmg plants 
much more rapidly than nature herself, al- 
though no lightning flash juggleries have yet 
been accomplis 

The. agricultural experiment stations are 
testing several different systems of electro 
culture. One of these is the direct applica- 
tion of electricity, furnished by a dynamo, to 
the plant itself and to the soil in which it 
grows. Another is the distribution of at- 
mospheric electricity among plants by a sim- 
ilar method. Still other tests ure being made 
with both are and incandescent electric lights 
for age ah fea sunlight, so to speak, at night. 

mentioned experiments are being 
carried on by Prof. C. D. Warner of the 
experiment station at Amherst, Mass. Pro?. 
Warner has prepared two plots of ground, 
side by side, each six by twenty feet long. 
To compare plants grown by electric aid 
with those raised according to the natura! 
method one of the experimental gardens is 
furnished with electricity and the other is 
without it. The soil is of a rich foam, and 
that of the electric garden is surrounded with 
a timber see ae on which are arranged nu- 
merous lam iosulators, a few inches 
apart, holding a continuous uncovered cop. 
per wire. This copper wire crosses the gar- 
den as many times as there are insulators on 
either side. The whole framework thus 
fitted looks like the string frame of a large 
piano. 

The wires are covered with earth to the depth 
of two inches, and in both gardens various 
0 have been planted from time 

time. These plants are so arranged 
that the rows in the electric 
gardens fwere continuations of those 
of the non-electric, in order that the contrast 
of ä might be more easily noted.

NO? WELL UNDERSTOOD, 


Spring Business Pushed Inte Summer 
Months Followed by the Inevitable Let- 
Up in Order Prices Lifted asa Result 
Uncertainty as to the Improvement That 
Will Appear in the FutureeReluctance 
to Purchase Goods in View of the Gen- 
eral Advance in Commodities, 


New York, Aug. 2.—R. G. Dun & Co. 
weekly review of trade, which issues tomor- 
row, will say: 

There is a perceptible halt which may de. 
ceive if attributed to wrong causes, Trade 
two months late in spring pushed forward 
into July a large share of business belonging 
to Aprilor May. Seeme a rush of orders out 
of time many imagined it would continue 
and hurried to give other orders. The jam of 
two months’ business into one lifted prices. 
Then other orders came to anticipate a 
further rise. But the mid-summer 
halt was inevitable and it is pet 
somewhat, uncertain how much improve- 
ment will appear after it. The crop of 

corn promises to be the largest ever grown, 
and is almost out of harm's way. The crop 
of wheat appears, from later accounts, per- 
haps 20,000,000 bushels less then was ex- 
pected a month ago, and had the best hopes 
deen realized it would have been more than 
100,000, 000 bushels short of a full crop. Cot- 
ton has lost a little, and more people seem to 
believe in 7,500,000 bales than. believed in 
8,000,000 a month ago. Larger stocks-than 
were immediately wanted have been taken by 
traders as prices were advancing, and these 
tend to limit future orders, 

The general advance in many products 
also causes reluctance to purchase. and the 

‘distribution of the last half year has been in 
part to make up for the stocks and individual 
supplies depleted during the two years of 
economy. On the other hand, there has been 
enormous increase in the working force and 
a considerable increase in wages paid, which 
enables people to buy more freely. Strikes 
of some importance appear, but do not yet 
threaten to last long, though a strike of coal 
miners may for a time affect business some- 
what extensively. The hopeful spirit prevaii- 
ing in nearly all markets may find its war- 
rant in spite of some shortage in crops. 

For the first time since the rise in prices 
of iron products began there have been some 
concessions to retain business, and efforts of 
new works to get orders tend to check the ad- 
vance. In spite of this the. general average 
of prices is a shade higher, bar having risen 
relatively more than mill iron has declined. 
The market for pig is quiet and on the whole 
remarkably strong, with the prospect of an 
increased output. Finished products are gen- 
erally strong, with more demand than can at 
present be met for plates and for bar. The 
structural demand continues large, including 
3,000 tons for one new building at One Hun. 

„ dred and Ninety-eighth street, New York, but 
the expected demand for ruils is yet delayed.

‘SPIDERS USED TO KILL MOSQUITOES, 


Farmer Uses a Young Pine Tree and the 
Filmy Web as Baits. 

A farmer of the name of Henderson, who 
lives about five miles north of Greenwich, 
Conn., has been greatly troubled for some 
years past with mosquitoes, and has adopted a 
singuiar method of ridding his household of 
them. His farm is situated very near the out- 
skirts of a second growth of trees and shrub- 
bery, among which there is a considerable 
number of pines. The pine tree is a favorite 
of the mosquito. Farmer Henderson hed 
read in the Sunday World of the tests made 
by the reverend gentlemen on Long Island, 
who tried to drive away the importunate 
mosquito by pouring oil on the ponds and 
lakes in the reighborhood. Unfortunately 
there are no ponds or lakes in the vicinity of 
the Henderson farm. 

Alter some days of deep study, however, 


Mr. Henderson transplanted a young pine. 


tree to a wash tub and placed the tub in the 
woddshed adjoinmg the house. In this wood- 
shed there are and always have been great 
quantities of spiders of various species, and 
their webs are stretched in almost every avail- 
able nook. Farmer Henderson calculated 
that the mosquitoes which usually loitered 
about the house would be attracted to the 
woodshed by the presence of the pine, and 
that, once having entered the shed, the spiders 
would do the rest. He was, after the expira- 
tion of a k, much gratified to find that the 
troublesom® insects had almost deserted the 
main building and that the webs of the spiders 
were well filled with the winged game. 

Mr. Henderson’s next move was to endeavor 
to introduce spiders on the tree and encourage 
them to weave their webs among its branches. 
He is not much of a naturatist, but expects to 
establish a fair colony of spiders before long 
and to permavently relegate the mosquitoes 
to their clutches.

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PIONEER IN EXPRESS BUSINESS. 


Started as a Stage-Driver’s Perqulsite- War 
Times Swelled Its Proportions. 

Boston Transcript: The death of Benjamin 
P. Cheney, the millionaire expressman, at the 
advanced age of 83 years, removes from ac- 
tive pursuits a remarkable man who was truly 
the architect of his own fortune, as he com- 
menced his busy career at a very early age in 
an obscure New Hampshiré town and fought 
his way up the ladder without aid of any per- 
sonal favurs. The express business of today 
is an immense interest and a factor in mer- 
cantile transactions of almost incalculable 
proportions, and it is an American institution 
of a little more than half a century’s growth, 
yet it is not » new species of industry. 

Mr. Cheney had the reputation of bemg one 
of the most skillful managers of express and 
railway combinations that the country has 
produced. He had an amazing faculty for 
discoverimg the feasibility of new routes, and 
he had an intuitive perception of railroad en- 
terprises which promised well, He began in- 
vesting in railway stocks and was singularly 
successfulin every venturé. Yet he was a 
quiet operator. so much so that everybody in 
the business was astonished at the amount of 
his investments when they became generally 
known. He wasalsoa shrewd judge of real 
estate values anc soon became a large holder 
of valuable investments. Even his most in- 
timate friends knew but little of his large 
transactions. He lived a bachelor until past 
middie life, when he married ajoung lady 
then residing in Dorchester. 

The greatest harvest réaped by the principal 
express companies was during the late War of 
the Rebellion, when everything was sent and 
received by express, no matter what the cost. 
The writer of this had a varied and somewhat 
tedious experience in the business during that 
protracted disturbance. and was witness to 
many scenes of somber and many of a hu- 
morous character. These were mostiy seen 
in the returns from the seat of war just after 
a battle. Sometimes after a victorious Fed - 
eral action, or the capture of a rebel town, tne 
officers, as well as the men, made a practice 
of sending home trophies they had captured, 
These often were household effects of com- 
paratively little value, and cost the recip- 
ients at home a large tax for express trans- 
portation. Sometimes live stock was sent, 
consisting largely of doga and donkeys, 
sometimes a singing bird or fowls of 
peculiar breed. On one occasion a stalwart 
negro fellow was received at the Boston office 
sent by an officer who found he could do 
nothing else with him and thought he might 
be of use on his farm at home. The grinning 
darky hada card firmly fustened about his 
neck giving the address where to land him, 
with this direction: Feed and grub this 
nigger all that he needs. It was sad, how. 
ever, to see the rough boxes often piled up 
outside the office containing the remains of 
the boys in blue sent home for burial among 
the scenes which they had left a short time 
before for the Southern battlefields. These 
relics often proved a burdensome cost to their 
bereaved families at home, We were always 
giad to forward remittances of money to-the 
oftentimes distressed ones at home. The 
business transacted by some of the big ex- 
presses, Adame & Co., for instance, was of 
enormous proportions, and added largely to 
the wealth of many proprietors, the terrible 
war proving a godsend to them at least.

OUR BIG DITCH AND THS LAKE LEVEL, 


Why the Scare About Injury to Navigation 
Should Cause Ne Uneasiness. 

G. A. Gilliland of Chicago writes to the 
Washington Post about the Drainage Canal 
and its effect on the lake level as follows: 

You recently published an editorial/upon the 
vast Drain anal now in process of construc- 
tion by the City of Chicago. It is meant primarily 
for drainage, but it will also be util for nav - 
igation. As you stated there are ve fears in 
the minds of many that the b teh will be a 
menace to navigation on the lower lakes. and 
truly 600,000 cubic feet per minute, the pro 
capacity of the canal, is a vast volume of water 
to withdraw from its natural cou and could 
not long continue without great peril to all in- 
terests at stake unless the source of supply was 
like the push and vim and energy of 
— that is performing the work —almost limit- 


ess. 

But if the objectors to the scheme will make a 
brief computation they will find that the water 
can flow at the proposed rate and it will uire 
a little over 170 days for a cubic mile of fluid to 
pass through the canal—almost exactly two and 
one-seventh cubic miles per year. This amount, 
taken from the 30,000 square miles of surface of 
Lake Michigan, would lower the surface of the 
lake only four and one-half inches, epproxi- 
— in a year’s time, provided there was no 

nflow. 

But, while the basin of the lake is small, yet 
there aro some fair-sized straams flowing into it. 
the St. Joseph, Kalamazoo, Grand, k : 
and Manistee draining the greate th 
Southern peninsula of Michigan; the Menomi- 
nee, Peshtigo, Oconto. from Wisconsin, besides 
numerous others of less volume. 

True, these are comparatively small streams. 
Ihave no means of ascertaining their average 
flow in cubic miles. but there is no question 
. either one of the eight named would equal that 
of the outflow of the canal, leaving the others to 
care for the outflow from the lake through the 
natural channel for the needs and pro of 


commerce. 
The fright about the injury to navigation 
therefore seems groundless. to use a common 
phrase, Chicago will get there with both feet 
and Chicago feet at that. proverbial for their 
dimensions.

FURNISHING THE NURSERY. 


Frills and Flu Tabooed by the Hygienic 
Mother. 

There is no room which the heart of wom- 
an so longs to decorate with:fluffs and frills 
as the nursery. She yearns to make it a care 
worthy of her rare jewel ofa baby. She has 
visions of a rosebud face pillowed in a rose- 
bud pillow. She dreams of waxen-white 
fingers playing among embroidered spreads 
and lace ruffles. She likes to think of little 
pink toes sinking into soft carpeting. Then 
she goes to work and makes her nursery into 
an apartment which rivals her drawing- 
room for ornate adornment and for its gen- 
erally unhygienic fittings. 

If there is a room which should be fur- 
nished with more regard to health than 
another it is the nursery. Air and light 
should be the first consideration. A room 
with’ plenty of windows and the most ap- 
proved appliances for ventilation and heat- 
ing should be chosen for the nursery... It is 
of comparatively little. importance that the 
drawing-room should have a southern ex- 
posure or the dining-room an open fireplace, 
for these rooms are given over to persons old 
enough to stand darkness and furnace gas 
without difficulty. But the baby’s domain 
should be as nearly perfectly hygienic as 
modern arrrangements will permit. 

The furniture in the baby’s room should be 
of the simplest sort. Reed, willow, and rat- 
tan are all light, cool and cleah, and should 
be the principal materials used in furnish- 
ing. The cradle is banished nowadays from! 
the properly equipped nursery. The baby is“ 
no longer shaken into a state of semi-sea- 
sickness before he is allowed to go to sleep. 
The little iron bedstead should be furnished 
with a wedge shaped mattress made of hair 
or moss. Pillows are not a part of the mod- 
ern infant's bed-belongings. He is expected 
to cultivate a proper carriage for his head 
and a proper breadth of chest by sleeping 
with his head almost on a level with the rest 
of his body. Feathers either in pillows or 
mattresses are no longer used. They are re- 
garded as heating and irritating. Soft wool- 
en blankets or light comforters are used for 
coverings. Draperies are considered an 
abomination by hygienists, who declare that 
nothing should interfere with the free pass- 
age of air to the small sleeper.

One of the most potent factors in the suc- 
cess of Mr. Theodore Thomas in Chicago 
was doubtless the fact of his having mar- 
ried a Chicago woman.
